Seventeen McGill men atttended 
a sixteen week course at the RCAC 
School at Camp Borden, Ontario. 
Of this group, 10 completed the first 
year practical course and 7, having 
previously attended the school in 
the summer of 1047, were in the 
more advanced second 
year groups. 

The course consisted of five dis- 
trict phases. First year men- com- 
pleted a period of general military 
training and then went on to study, 
in a practical way, the operation 
of various wireless sets used by the 
army; driving and maintenance of 
tanks and othcr wheeled vehicles 
and tank gunnery. 

The second and third year course 
contained little general military 
training as this had been covered in 
1947. The main emphasis was on 
the operation of armoured vehicles, 
gunnery, tactics and advanced wire- 
less. 

The excellent training facilities 
available at the RCAC School made 
the course in all years most success 
ful. In addition, facilities for sports 
and recreation which exist in abun- 
dance were made much use of in 
the evenings and week-ends.

Varsity Holds 
Special Course 
For Teachers 

(Uy Canadian University Press) 
A false report in a Toronto paper 
that there were two thousand 
teachers registered at Toronto Var- 
sity for special courses had officials 
at the University worried for a 
while. 

In reality, there are eleven teach 
crs there from various parts of Can 
ada. They have been asked to share 
in a research experiment, which, if 
successful, will be expanded and In 
elude two thousand teachers over a 
period of ten years if the hopes of 
Ihc Committee arc realized. But. for 
Ihis year there arc eleven teachers 
registered at Varsity. 

This research project is not to be 
regarded as a course for teachers. It 
is a pilot project in an attempt to 
determine the nature of the problem 
of maladjusted school children and 
thereby work for the solution. After 
one week of visiting the schools of 
Forest Hill Village, selected because 
it Is a small self-contained com- 
munity, the teachers will spend 
three months receiving Instruction. 

These instructions are under the 
direction of Dr. Stokes, professor of 
Psychiatry at the University of 
Toronto and are to bring the 
teachers up to date in the latest de- 
velopments in psychology, social 
health, and othcr fields connected 
with this work. For one year the 
teachers will be registered at Var- 
sity. They will then return to their 
schools and apply the experience 
that they have gained in Toronto.

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LETTER TO 1858 FRESHMAN 



Following is a letter written by a graduate of 
Cambridge to his son who was entering McGill 
as a freshman in 1858. It is interesting because 
of the sidelights and personal touches and sig- 
nificant in that the maxims of that day arc still 
very applicable today. The boy named Gibb re- 
ferred to lived in what is now the School of 
Architecture building., on University Street.

The Parsonage, Rawdon 11th May 58. 
Dear Jack, 

There are many things on which I am de- 
sirous of giving you some hints as to your con- 
duct and behaviour. In the first place remember 
the great object for which we all at home must 
suffer many privations through the expense at- 
tendant on your being kept at school. That ob- 
ject is not that you may merely have the plea- 
sure of change or the eclat of heing at such a 
school but that you may profit by the instruction 
offered you and thus be prepared to enter upon 
a useful and honourable course of life. Therefore 
let your first earthly motive be to acquire know- 
ledge not as many young people do to furnish 
themselves with a smattering of literature and a 
few chewy maxims and quotations to be exhib- 
ited on certain occasions to the astonishment of 
the ignorant and the admiration of the vulgar 
but try to obtain useful, solid knowledge, which 
may in your future life he employed to practical 
purposes. Rend History that you may remember 
it. Study Mathematics to strengthen your powers 
of calculation and comparison, Classics to im- 
prove in perspicuity and copiousness of expres- 
sion and to enable you to drink of the fountains 
of Wisdom they contain. But mind, anything to 
be useful must be well done, built upon a good 
solid foundation. Therefore be sure that you 
learn welli/ie élément» of every branch of study; 
and orthography is far, very far, from being the 
least important part of elementary knowledge. I 
hope I shall see by the correct spelling in all your 
future letters that you arc not unmindful of this 
hint. Let your demeanor towards your teachers 
be always respectful never, never for the sake of 
making your schoolfellows laugh, perpetrate a 
joke or make a jest of the peculiarities or at the 
expense of your instructors nor by appearing to 
enjoy such jests encourage the propensity in 
■ others.

obliging, polite but never cringing, yield to the 
accomodation of others where it is needed, your 
own comfort, but never to the whim or caprice 
or perhaps the preaching of others, your prin- 
ciples. To make the 15th psalm (metrical ver- 
sion) your rule of conduct will make you at once 
a man and a*gfiitleman. Let your only Fear be 
the Fear of God. It may sometimes be unpleas- 
ant to refuse the solicitations of your compan- 
ions but if they should advise anything sinful 
or mean boldly avow your determination not to 
comply and the reason of it. 

Never ij possible permit yourscl) to be found 
fault with, that is, never deserve it. Never break 
a rule of the school, never do anything it will be 
necessary to conceal and then you will be free 
from the temptation to the lowest, meanest of all 
the vices, lying. 

Join heartily in the athletic sports permitted 
to the scholars, but not so as to interfere with 
your proper studies. I sent you a dollar to join 
the cricket club but remember my dear boy we 
have no money to waste, don't buy anything you 
do not need that you may have something when 
real need arises, give up some pleasure or gratifi- 
cation that you mny give a trifle to the poor. It 
is not necessary to give to every beggar, but 
while you have anything "never turn thy face 
from any poor man." Always give something at 
the offertory at Church. 

There is a young lad of the name of Gibb at 
school. I believe he is much younger and less 
than you: if you should find any opportunity to 
do him a good office do it and if necessary pro- 
tect him against any bigger boys if any should 
be inclined to oppress him. And now to conclude 
this string of advices. Avoid affectation, Gcntlc- 
manlincss (I hate the word gentility) does not 
consist in giving oneself airs but in shewing a 
desire which really exists to promote the comfort 
and ease of others. A dandy is known by his fine 
clothes, a gentleman by the scrupulous cleanli 
ncss of his person and apparel. 

Above all things my dear boy don't forget 
your duty to God, seek Him, strive to please 
Him, secure His favour by your fidelity and you 
will then best fulfill the- desire and promote the

The 
night-club entertainer (Dietrich) 
admits lo an investigating Am- 
erican congress - woman (Jean 
Arthur) that as far as she's con- 
cerned the only thing left to her 
in bombed-out, desolate Berlin 
is the instinct for self-preserva- 
tion. Everything else is meaning- 
less. Also that she'll do anything 
for what little life, security and 
comforts she can squeeze out of 
the victorious Allies. 

Two things almost demand 
that this picture he seen. Firstly, 
it was nearly all photographed 
In Berlin; and secondly, it pres- 
ents a fair idea of what^the Bcr- 
lincrs are faced with during each 
of their waking dayr. Some 
realism is captured, but fades un- 
der the attempts of Jean Arthur, 
John Lund ct. al. to jazz it up.
